OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack Indoor VHF/UHF Antenna 
is easy-to-install and provides superb recep- 
tion for VHF and UHF TV stations, its 10dB 
CEMA (Consumer Eiectronic Manufacturer 
Association) certified ampiifier improves the 
reception of weak signais and is ideai for 
high definition broadcasts. Two removabie 
dipoies are provided for improved iower band 
VHF reception. 

CONNECTING THE 
ANTENNA 

1. Screw the dipoies into the hoiders on 
the back of the antenna. 

2. Piace the antenna on top of the TV set. 

3. Attach the suppiied 75-ohm coaxiai 
cabie’s F-connector onto the F-connec- 
tor on the back of the antenna turning 
the ring ciockwise. Attach the cabie’s 
other F-connector onto the TV’s antenna 
terminai turning the ring clockwise. 

4. Insert the supplied AC adapter’s barrei 
piug into the 15V DC jack on the back of 
the antenna. Route the adapter’s cord 
through the strain relief siot on the back 
of the antenna. Then piug the adapter in 
a standard AC outiet. The biue indicator 
on the antenna iights.

You must use a Ciass 2 power 
source that suppiies 15V DC 
and delivers at ieast 200 mA. 
Its center tip must be set to positive and 
its piug must fit the antenna's 15V DC 
jack. The suppiied adapter meets these 
specifications. Using an adapter that 
does not meet these specifications 
couid damage the antenna or the 
adapter. 


• Aiways connect the AC adapter to the 
antenna before you connect it to AC 
power. When you finish, disconnect the 
adapter from AC power before you dis- 
connect it from the antenna. 


OPERATION 

1. To turn the antenna on or off, piug the 
AC adapter into or unplug the AC 
adapter from an AC outlet. The blue 
indicator lights when the antenna is on. 

2. Set AMPLIFIER IN/OUT to IN if the signal 
is weak, or set it to OUT if the signal is 
strong. 

3. To receive low frequency VHF channels 
(channels 2-6), set VHF DIPOLE/VHF 
HELIX to VHF DIPOLE and individually 
adjust the dipoles’ length and position 
for the best reception. 

Note: Some rooms have dead spots, or null 
points, where no TV signals are received. If 
the reception is poor, move the antenna for 
maximum performance. 
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4. To receive high frequency VHF channeis 
(channeis 7-13), set VHF DIPOLE/VHF 
HELIX to the desired position. If you 
receive a weak signai when the antenna 
is set to VHF HELIX, set VHF DIPOLE/VHF 
HELIX to VHF DIPOLE and adjust the 
dipoies’ length to obtain the best recep- 
tion. 

Note: For UFiF reception, VHF DIPOLE/VHF 

HELIX can be left in either position.
